The settlement offered the iron- 
workers was the same as that ac- 
cepted recently by AFL carpen- 
ters, Till said. The ironworkers’ 
wage scale is $2.90 an hour. 

The drivers’ strike has stopped 
deliveries of airplane fuselage 
sections, manufactured here, to 
the Douglas Aircraft plant at 
Tulsa, Ok, Fuselage sections have 
been transported from the St.

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Knowland Tries Intimidation 

Senator Knowland, once regarded as a sup- 
porter of the Eisenhower Administration, has 
aimed a shotgun at its heart with his resolution 
calling upon this country to get out of the 
United Nations if Communist China ever comes 
in. 

The California Republican with this gesture 
is making precisely the same effort to snatch 
the conduct of foreign policy out of executive 
hands as Senator McCarthy has made before 
him. He is using the weapon of political intimi- 
dation to force his own views upon the Presi- 
dent and the Sécretaty of State. 

Senator Knowland chooses to ignore the fact 
that China is a permanent member of the United 
Nations Security Council by the terms of the 
U.N, charter—on exactly the same footing as 
the United States itself. The United States can- 
not “veto” Chimese membership in the U.N. The 
most it can do is to make its views felt on the 
question of who represents China. 

Heretofore our Government has sedulously 
maintained the idea that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is the exiled regime headed by Chiang 
Kai-shek on Formosa. There: are reasons for 
maintaining this position so long as the Korean 
fighting goes on. But if the fighting should come 
to an end, if a Far Eastern settlement which is in 
the American interest should become possible, 
if a breach between Communist China and 
Communist Russia called for exploitation, then 
there might arise other reasons for recognizing 
the fact that the going government of China is 
actually seated at Peiping. 

Nobody knows whether future circumstances 
will produce such reasons, but at the very least 
Ameriean policy should be kept open and flexi- 
ble so that it can Best serve American interests 
in the circumstances that actually come to exist. 
Senator Knowland is trying to destroy that flexi- 
bility, and he is doing neither the country nor 
the Eisenhower Administration a service.

President Eisenhower, in his tax message, 
again dwelt with some asperity on the un- 
sound state of financial affairs“ Which his Ad- 
ministration “inherited.” In fairness, he might 
have gone on to explain how that “inheritance” 
came to be what it was. Had he done so he 
would have had to absolve President Truman, 
at least, from primary responsibility. 

In January, 1951, President Truman had the 
courage to face the situation which has now 
developed. He asked Congress for a $10,000,- 
000,000 tax increase and announced that he 
would request a second bite later as defense, 
spending mounted. He pleaded earnestly and 
repeatedly for a “pay-as-you-go” program to 
avoid Treasury deficits: 

What happened? The House cut Mr. Truman's 
tax bill by 30 per cent, with the Republican 
minority voting 149 to 36 against the bill which 
finally passed. The Senate declined to act at all 
until October of 1951, and then it cut the tax bill 
te $5,500,000,000. The record shows that the Re- 
publican Senators voted heavily against amend- 
ments which would have brought the bill more 
nearly in line with the President’s requests.

President Quirino’s Liberal party says it aus- 
pects that Americahs may €ontribute ‘ several 
million dallars to the opposing Nationalist party 
before the Philippine election. Consequently the 
Quirino Government is trying to stop this by 
checking bank chahnels and arriving visitors. 

Such charges of American intervention are a 
regular part of Filipino“ politics.

Napoleon Sans Battle Smoke 


THE EAGLE AND THE ROCK, by Frances Winwear, 
(Harper, 304 pas. $3.95.)

Although Miss Winwar's packed volume 
about the sallow Corsican, whose plans to 
unite Europe with his sword kept that 
continent in turmoil for two decades, is 
offered as a historical novel, it would be 
just as accurate and perhaps fairer to 
judge it as a romantic biography. 

To be sure, this is not straight history, 
dredged from the archives and told with- 
out imagination or inventiveness. Many of 
its scenes—some of them, the more effec- 
tive ones—are the product of Miss Winwar’s 
creative ability; and 
Victor. de Laurestan, 
Napoleon’s supposed 
boyhood friend, who 
is the narrator, does 
not appear to have 
had any existence 
outside — the pages

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|PERON CRITICIZES 


‘FOREIGN BOSSES’ 
OF NEWS AGENCIES 


BUENOS AIRES, May 23 (AP)— 


President Juan D. Peron criti- 
cized foreign news agencies again 
yesterday, but said employes of 
the agencies in Argentina are the 
innocent victims of their foreign 
employers. 


In a speech to directors and em- 


ployes of the newspaper La Pren- 
sa, Peron said news stories “sent 
to central officers on orders of in- 
telligence services are deliberate- 
ly deformed, modifying news that 
was transmitted honorably.” Ar- 
gentine news is distorted by the 
agencies, he asserted, “to serve 
their foreign bosses.” 


(This dispatch did not say

WASHINGTON, May 23 (Ap 
President Eisenhower has given a 
new name—Camp David—to the 
Maryland mountain retreat known 
to Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man as -La.

E are often grieved and puzzled by the conduct of youth. 
There seems too frequently to be a gap between their 
ideals and their conduct. They know what is right and 
yet do what is wrong. 

The relation between knowing and doing is not simple. 

The adolescent was not born with a set of morals. Ideals 
are actually adult conceptions. Youth may know the answers 
and may even repeat them with seeming intelligence, but the 
real meanings are garnered from experiences. Only when a 
boy has faced a situation and mastered it, when he has tested 
an idea, or when he has had manifold experiences can he 
know something about the principles of life.

THE ADOLESCENT finds himself in a strange world. The 
ways of their elders, their fashions, their codes, their attitudes, 
their prejudices are often bewildering to young people. 

We are so impatient. When a boy or girl errs. we blame 
them and may say: “He or she ought to have known better. 
Look at him, selfish in the extreme. If he ever thinks of any- 
one else, if he ever puts anyone before himself, I have never 
caught him at it. That's the way he is. I have told him. But 
no amount of preaching does any good. He is the most un- 
grateful boy I ever saw.” 

Why spéak of gratitude? Wait—wait until the years have 
done their work on the basis of what you have contributed 
and if the youngster has anything to thank you for he will 
surely do 80.

NO MONTH GOES BY, even in my retirement, but some 
young man or woman will come in to see me and talk over 
old times.

“Give him an inch and he'll 
take an ell.” 


O UNDERSTAND this saying, 
you have to know that the ell 
was an old standard of meas- 
urement for cloth. At the time of 
its currency, it differed consider- 
ably in different countries. While 
the English ell came to 45 inches, 
the Scotch ell was 37, and the 
Dutch and Flemish 27. 

In its origin the word “ell” is 
a reminder that ‘fingers were 
made before forks, and arms be- 
fore yardsticks. Its source is in a 
Teutonic term meaning really 
forearm, but the is 
— the elbow, which in Latin is 
“ulna.” 

The saying is a very old one, 
appearing in the “Proverbs” of 
John Heywood, the collection 
published in 1546 of proverbs, 
sayings and colloquialisms cur- 
rent in the common English 
speech of the day, and in some 
cases nobody knows how long 
before. 

A significant example of its use 
is that of Bishop Hall, who wrote 
in the second decade of the sev- 
_enteenth century, “It is the fash- 
ion of our bold nature, upon as 
inch given to challenge an ell.”

TOKYO, Japan: 

ERE we are in Tokyo and I can 

hardly realize that I left New 

York City at midnight only 36 
hours ago. The trip from Los An- 
geles was comfortable. In 
Honolulu, tho we arrived at 
9:30 p.m., we were met by many 
kind people who hung leis around 
our ks until I could wear no 
more and had to beg to be allowed 
to carry them on my arm. We 
were driven to the delightful ho- 
tel on Wakiki Beach where I had 
a bath and actually lay dewn for 
15 minutes and then back to the 
plane and on our way. 

Constantly setting your watch 
back does do queer things to you 
and 6 a.m. on Wake Island was 
really 10 p.m. in New Tork.
